One recalls recent proof that much 
of the talk of a German revolution 
America used to get came from Ger- 
man propaganda sources, 

Seven weeks of German defeat have 
failed to justify the prophecy of revolt. 
One may say the contrary is true. In- 
stead of revolting or quitting when he 
sees he cannot achieve a military vic- 
tory the German fighting man has be- 
come*imbued with a spirit of fatalism, 
acceptance of his fate whatever it may 


be, and is fighting on. This proves 
the far-sightedness of those who have 
preached all along that hope of allied 
victory lies not in anything that the 
Germans may do within their ranks, 
but primarily in the force of allied 
arms. The war will not be won by a 
revolution in Germany or by a revolt 
in the German Army. It will be won 
by the allied sword, backed by the de- 
termination of the allied spirit. 

The results of seven weeks of Ger- 
man defeats have proved thatthe Al- 


lies must not further depend ‘on prom- |. 


ises, but only upon results. Instead 
of being demoralized, the German 
military machine is still an efficient 
machine; and, as far:-as one can see 
at brespnts, capable of fighting on and 
on.

True, the Allies have driven. the 
Germans back over much territory, 
but it is just as true that the Hun 
line is yet a long way this side of the 
German boundary. True, we have ac- 
complished much, but it is just as true 
that we have to accomplish more. 

No one means to say that the Ger- 
man morale is as good now as it was 
eight weeks ago. Morale is not as 
good when losing as when winning. 
But the question for the Allies is not 
the condition of the German fighter’s 
disposition, ‘but the condition of his 
military performance. 

While it is perfectly true that the 
Germans have been forced to with- 
draw from the Marne and Amiens 
salients, it is just as true that the 
withdrawal has been done well from 
a military point of view. It sould 
only have been doné well if the Ger- 
man soldiers had fought well.

FIND PROOF OF GERMAN FEARS. 


Italian Papers Say Hindenburg 
Proclamation Confesses Weakness.

ROME, Sept. 8.—The whole Italian 
press joins in pointing out how strange 
and significant is Hindenburg’s procla- 
mation, which, the Ida Nazionale says, 
while inciting Germany to resistance, is 
a confession to the world of Germany’s 
internal state, acknowledging that de- 
feat is double, not only at the front but 
internally. These proclamations aré be- 
coming. simply a list of the grave ef- 
fects which are being produced within 
Germany .by the influence of the Allies, 
which ‘‘ are flowing in waves over the 
German people.’’ The proclamation 
gives us the certainty of how thorough- 


ly seriously are read the statements dis- 
tributed by the Entente airmen, and 
how efficacious their influence. 

All this is found in the proclamation 
which confesses plainly the discourage- 
ment of the people, their doubt of re- 
sistance, the terror of the imminent 
destiny. of Geremeny which draws near 
to Fe yg at soe 

The Cor riere Italia, the semi-offictal 
Vatican paper, quotes the Augsburger 
Post Zeitung, the fin 3 of the German 
Catholic Centre, which is supposed to 
reflect the Chancellor’ s opinions. This 
newspaper says the greatest obstacles 
to peace arise from the profound sus- 
picion aroused by the German oecs: 
suspicion created by errors of the Gov- 
ernment, and agitation by German mil- 
itarists, adding the grave confession 
that ‘‘a peace of renunciation ’’ is bet- 
ter for German ythan continuation of 
the war, and that Germany must define 
he conditions of peace or. risk being 

obliged to continue the desperate strug- 
gle for existence. No such acknowl- 
ot pn has ever been made before by

Westbury, L. L, ‘the ‘youthful member 
of the Lafayette Flying Corps: who was

ago but recently made ‘hi# escape and 


reached Switzerland on -Aug. 28, today) 


gave a description of. his- experiences 
While” a captive and of his-flight to neu- 
tral territory; which was accomplished | 
through evading his’ guard ‘while’ on 
board a train. _The guard was taking a 
nap at the time. 

Lieutenant - Hitchcock ° walked more 

an a hundred miles. _This he did in 
eight consecutive nights, hiding during 
the daytime. He lived on the food he 
had saved from his meagre ‘rations in 
the prison camp. He was entirely un- 
agquainted with the country through 
which he passed, but guided himself by 
a small pocket compass. On the eighth 
day of his-tramp he found himself in a 
small village. He inquired of a. little 
girl if he was in Switzerland and, being | 
told that he was, he made his’ way. di- | 
rect tc Berne, were he “ealled* ai the 
American . Legation. He ‘arrived - in 
Berne on Aug. o0. 

Lieutenant. Hitchcock was captured on 
March 6; when he was forced .to land 
after an aerial combat with three Ger- 
man machines. He was wounded in the | 
thigh and his machine became disabled’: 
at an altitude of a thousand meters. 
Notwithstanding his wound and the con- 
dition of his plane, he brought the ma- 
chine down-in safety but landed inside 
the: German lines. He was immediately 
seized by several Germans and taken to 
a dressing station. From there he was 
sént to a hospital at St. Arnold. Later 
he was transferred to Saarbrucken, 

It took two months for the wound in 
his leg-ta heal. lie said he was not 
maltreated by the Germans, but that 
there was.plenty of suffering among/ the 
prisoners, who were barely existing. 
He said he had been saved by the ar- 
rival from Frence of packages of food. } 

“After landing inside the German 
lines,” said. Lieutenant Hitchcock, age 
fainted twice. The second time I did not 
come to my senses until I had reached 
the dressing station. -In the hospital I 
received fair treatment only. There was 
one doctor for the 150 patients, and the 
food was not very good, The food pack- 
ages I received frorn France helped me 
greatly. 

“1 effected my eacape while being 
transported with two other Americans 
from Lachfeld to Rastadt. There was 
one German guard for the three of us. 
We ‘were watching our chances. for 
escape. While the train «stopped at a 
station near. Ulm the guard fell into a 
doze. I snatched the railway map which 
w@s near him and also my rrioney. We 
were not allowed to handle our money. 
.“ Presently. the guard awoke. and 
missed the map and money.- Picking up 
quickly my package of food which had 
been saved from my rations, but leaving 
the map behind, I rushed out of the door 
opposite and ran as fast as possible 
away from -the_ railroad track.. The 
guard yelled after me, but I knew that 
he could not follow because of the two 
other prisoners he had in charge. 

* TI then slowed down and began .to 
walk toward \the frontier. During the 
daytime I always hid in the woods, and 


at night I evaded towns and villages, }, 


walking around them. I was always on 
a.eclose watch for the Germans, for I 
was in the uniform of a Frénch aviator. 
Most of the territory traversed by me 
was farming land, with the _ people 
working during the day. When they 


jileft the fields in the evening then I 


would begin my tramp. 

‘“‘I made excellent progress,. except 
now and then when -I encountered 
marshes, fences, and hedges. I slept 
during the daytime, after having made 
sure of the safety of my sleeping place. 

** Arriving at what I thought was the 
S¥iss frontier, I watched for traps, such 
as electrically charged wirés and auto- 
matic signals. Apparently I evaded all 
such things. is 

**One morning I felt sure that I was 
in Switzerland, but before inquiring I 
added a few extra miles to my tramp 
and found myself in a little village. 
There I asked a girl, who spoke French, 
where I was. She said I was in Switzer- 
land, and then I knew I -was safe."’ 

Lieutenant Hitchcock will start for the 
United States in about two weeks. He 
intends to transfer from the French to 





the American flying corps.

A ‘‘ large war 
indemnity '’’ is stated to be absolutely

‘Another pamphlet hails from the 
Fatherland Party headquarters in 
Berlin, and there is one interesting 
sentence in it,’ reading: ‘‘ Seeing that 
Germany’s military position is better 
than any one would have dared hope 
a few months ago, the July resolution 
ofthe Reichstag: majority [no indem- 
nities and no annexations, that is] no 
longer comes into consideration.’’ 


Want Allied Communiques Shut Out. 


The jumpy condition of German 
public opinion is the subject of much 
discussion in the German press, and 
there is a very general suggestion 
that the enemy official communiqués 
should no longer be printed. The Lo- 
kal-Anzeiger is rather in favor of 
their suppression ‘‘ because the En- 
tente Communiqués are merely propa- 
ganda, while those from the pen of 
Ludendorff are, if you please, contri- 
butions to history.’’ 

The papers making this demand for 
the suppression of the disagreeable 
communiqués from London and Paris 
have the audacity to declare that the 
German communiqués are consistent- 
ly suppressed in England and France. 

I tearn from reliable sources that 
the political world in Germany is by 
mo means pleased with the Hinden- 
burg manifesto. It is maintained that, 
while it is doubtful that it will have 


any. considerable .effect in the army; 


and among the people, it is certain 
te be regarded abroad as pretty clear 
@vidence that there is something rot- 
ten in the State of Germany. In the 
democratic ranks Hindenburg is se- 
verely condemned as having rendered 
an excellent service to enemy propa- 
ganda. 

Defensive War Now, Says Gacdke. 

‘*In view of these conditions, the 
German high command has decided 
not to conduct in the future a war of 
offense, but a war of defense.’’ These 
are italicized words from a noteworthy 
article in Vorwirts by its military 
critic, ex-Colonel Gaedke. The condi- 
tions to which he refers are those 
which, he says, arise out of Foch’s 
successful return blows, the superior- 
ity of the French and British Armies 
im men and material, and the gather- 
ing of ‘‘ thousands of new tanks and 
countless new airplanes to. con- 
tinue the long-planned offensive for 
months.’’ 

In addition to all that, there are, he 
says, two other important considera- 
tions—the Entente’s almost inexhaust- 
ible supplies of raw materials, and the 
American Army.

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WHEN THE DEVIL WAS SICK. 

*The Kaiser's passion for Prussian 
franchise feform last year, his zeal 
for ‘‘ the maintenance of the fighting 
** force as a real people’s army and 
** the promotion of the social uplift of 
“* the people in all its classes,’’ which 
had been his aim, if he had a sin- 
gular way of showing it, ‘‘ from the 
beginning of his reigp.’’ were gener- 
ally accepted as springes to catch 
pacifist woodcocks, democratic. ‘‘ scen- 
ery.’" In April the beautiful and 
good program was to be postponed 
until ‘‘ our warriors ’’ got back and 
took a hand. But the Prussian fran- 
chise was so intolerably unequal that 
the Kaiser, who discovered it in an 
Easter message, had to demand, as 
King of Prussia, for publication and 
effect on the «imple souls of the En- 
tente, equal and secret suffrage. 

In December the bill was introduced 
into the Lower House of the Prus- 
sian Diet. ‘‘ The royal pledge, sol- 
*“*emnly and repeatedly given, must, 
‘* be fulfilled,’’ said von HERTLING, as’ 
Prussian Premier, who talked about 
his ‘‘ deepest conviction ’’ of the ne- 
cessity of reforming the obsolete 
electoral system. To him it is ‘‘ a re- 
grettable necessity.’’ Probably a 
third of h's own party, the Centre, 
loathes it. The Junkers are prac- 
tically unanimous against it. The Na- 
tional Liberals, ironically so called, 
split on it. It dawdled along. Von 
HERTLING, who pledged himself in 
March ‘‘ co stand or fall by th» bill,’’ 
has never had a heart for it. At the 
end of April he was in ’avor of ‘‘ cer- 
** tain safeguards to rez ve too far- 

°** reaching and radical consequences.”’ 
** Harmful effects ’’’ must be guarded 
against. 

The Junkers and their allies in the 
House, were not spariag of safeguards. 
Time ufter time the f ower House re- 
jected equal suffrage. The bill as 
finally passed contains a provision for 
plural voting and directs that the 
-Pruzsian Constitution shall not be 
altered save by a 3 to 1 vote. In this 
ghape of inequality and of protection 
to Junkerism the gre«t reform passed 
to the Herrenhaus, the stronghald of 
aristocracy and plutocracy. If the 
Kaiser has been defied in appearance, 
it was because he was not taken at his 
word, and because the caste that rules 
Prussia is not going to part with its 
privileges until it is forced to. So 
long as the army was winning, why 
concede anything to the people? 

Von HERTLING, the excellent old Ba- 
varian of pasteboard iron, threatened 
in vain. So long ago as June he was 
boasting that he held in his hands a 
royal decree for the dissolution of the 
Diet. He has not been in too great 
haste to use it. Now, when army and 
people are on the edge of skedaddle 
and funk, when ‘“ the front pigs’’ 
and those at home must be coddled, 
the royal wish, the ‘‘ damnable reso- 
lution of July,’’ as Count von SPEE 
calls it, must be pressed. Now uncer- 
tain kingly and imperial legs must be 
braced. Rally around the imperial 
and kingly democrat, whose love for 
his people has been. foiled by the Diet, 
by his.disobedjent friends in the Diet. 

' $0 von HeRTLING puts forth 1n ex- 
ceeding bitter cry. Give our dear 
Prussian people a democratic fran- 
“ehise. It is necessary, for ‘* the pro- 
“* tection and the preservation of the 
**Crown.and the dynasty are at 
** stake.’’ 

It would be a mistake to take this 
too literally ©The Crown and dynasty 
may or maz not be at stake on the 
westdtn front. The poor sheep at 
home must have the wool pulled. 
over their eyes. The best commentary 
on Prussian reform proposals is that 
of airy Max Harpen last Summer: 

As the military situation appears 
: more favorable than a year ago, and,

 mexf’year, once again the viewpoint is 

that of a master who, in days of

franchise reform. We are not called 
upon to be too much impressed, even 
if the Junkers should go through the 
form of yielding. The Reichstag, elec- 
tion to which is by universal suf- 
frage, is an impotent humbug. Mr. 
FRIEDBERG, Vice President of the Prus- 
sian Ministry, urging franchise re- 
form according to-the Kaiser’s wishes, 
carefully explains that the appoint- 
ment of Ministers will remain the 
privilege of the Crown. It is not 
a responsible Parliamentary Govern- 
ment that is in store for Prussia. 
But do give the people a sop and 
something that will help take their 
minds from our defeat according to 
plan in the west. Something, too, 
that will make those Entente in- 
nocents believe that Prussia is safe for 
democracy.

THE ROAD TO VICTORY. 

From the American Army in France, 
now 1,500,000 strong, comes a cau- 
tionary message to the American peo- 
ple at home, who are so proud of 
their soldiers and expect so much of 
them. It might be put in this form: 
“With our French and British allies 
“we, who have just begun to fight, 
“have a long road to travel be- 
“fore victory can be won, and you 
“ will best encourage and sustain us, 
“your countrymen, by understanding 
“that victory is not yet in sight be- 
“ cause our allies, with our help, have 
“beaten the enenty back ‘to his’ old 
“lines and taken many thousands of 
“ prisoners and many guns.” 

It would be well for the American 


"people, strong as their, faith is in the 


valor of their troops, elated as they 
aré by the masterly*strategy of Mar- 
shal Focu and the rapid and brilliant 
advance of the British and French as 
well as their own @ivisions, not to 
count on the early collapse of the Ger- 
man Army. The enemy is still in 
great force; his :organization is in- 
tact; he has behind, him formidable 
works, constructed for just such a re- 
verse as he has suffered; he occupies 
large cities in France and Belgium, 
linked together by an elaborate rail- 
way system; his: frontier is still re- 
mote, except in the south, where it is 
guarded by the great fortresses of 
Metz and Strassburg; in HINDENBURG 
and LUDENDORFF he has leaders whose 
genius for war, offensive or defen- 
sive, must always be reckoned with; 
and Winter, with its snows, rains, and 
cold, impediments to military opera- 
tions, is not far off. 

What has happened is that the Ger- 


man. offensive, which was to destroy 


the French or the British Army, or 
both, and gain Paris or a Channel 
port, or both, before millions,of Amer- 
ican soldiers could take their place in 
the battle line, has been foiled, and the 
tables have been turned on the Ger- 
mans. They have lost the initiative, 
and cannot recover it this year, per- 
haps never; but, fighting on the de- 
fensive, as they must, they can take 
heavy toll of the armies of the Allies, 
disputing every mile of their advance. 
By next Spring the Germans hope to 
reinforce their front with great levies 
raised in Russia and to protract the 
war until the Allies weary of it and 
inclii.3.to a compromise peace. 

But the defeat and overthrow of the 
Germans and the confusion of their 
cause are written. Marshal Focu 
could not have undertaken his offen- 
sive without American battalions and 
prospective American aid, and the war 
will ultimately be won because Amer- 
ica, with her vast resources, has willed 
to win it. She is destined to finish 
the work begun by her brave and de- 
termined allies, but not without their 
powerful co-operation until the last 
shot is fired. France, Great Britain, 
America, glorious trinity of civiliza- 
tion! Germany, with her evil ambi- 
tions, her lust for dominion over the 
souls and bodies of men, must go down 
before it on the fields of France. But 
the consummation is not for this year 
of bloodshed, of alternate despair and 
hope. It cannot be wrought without 
more shedding of blood, and the bulle- 
tins from the front may sometimes 
bring disappointment again. It is 
likely to be a longer road to victory 
than the American people have ex- 
pected, seeing the tall ships freighted 
with the finest manhood in the world 
sail from their shores on the crusade 
to save civilization. Faith, hope, but 
always patience! 


CLEANING LONDON SLUMS. 

One of the inspiring incidents of 
Roman history is the story of Romans 
buying at a high price the land on 
which HANNIBAL’s army was then en- 
camped at Capua. That incident re- 
vealed the indomitable will of the 
Roman people quite as clearly as the 
courage of Roman soldiers on the 
battlefield. Something similar may be 
seen in the recommendation of the 
Committee of the London County 
Council on the Housing of the Work- 
ing Classes that the sum of $17,500,- 
000 be expended in cleaning slum 
areas within the city, the sum to be 
spread over seven years in equal in- 
stallments of $2,500,000 each. From 
the committee’s report it appears that 
about $10,000,000 has already been 
expended with the result of cleaning 
fifty-five acres of slums and providing 
new-and sanitary dwellings for more 
than 160,000 persons. 

The committee further recommends 


Pd 


that the first steps in the present 
scheme be the building of houses on 
estates ripe for development and on 
sites adjoining, insanitary or \ over- 
crowded areas. This, the committee 
says, would serve as, or rather create, 
a health draft from insanitary to 
wholesome property. In other words, 


are to be offered by the city to dwell- 
ers in the present overcongested dis- 
tricts or slums which, as rapidly as 
they are evacuated by means of this 
so-called health draft, will in turn 
be developed and improved into sani- 
tary quarters similarly acting on adja- 
cent crowded quarters. The estates 
now in the Council’s possession and 
available for this purpose are capable 
of accommodating 17,000 persons. 
Naturally it is in the great East End 
where most of these slum regions 
abound, for there most of the poorer 
people dwell. 
London has for its centre the old, 
or what is now the commercial, city, 
the place where money is made, and 
adjacent is the London of West End 
wealth and East End poverty. The 
latter may be viewed, also, in quite 
another light. It is the London of 
domesticity as contrasted with the 
London of fashion and pleasure, and 
the fact that much of the wealth 
which has made the West End a resort 
of fashion resulted from the labor of 
workers in the northern and eastern 
ends entitles the latter quarters to the 
care and consideration of the London 
County Council, and its healthful and 
beneficial work in rendering the slum 
districts north and east suitable homes 
for the laboring classes has been going 
on on well-considered lines and plans 
for several ‘decades to the great bet- 
terment of the city as a whole. That 
this work is to suffer no interruption, 
even during wartimes, is gratifying 
and also patriotic in the highest sense. 








FATHER DUFFY. 


There are heroes and heroes; some 
who achieve fame in hot blood, in a 
fine frenzy winning their laurels; 


them in the imminent deadly breach, 
for life is dear; but rarer is the hero 
whose flame of valor burns lumi- 
nously, steadily, inspiringly, when- 
ever death confronts men and there 
is need of the stout heart and the soul 
that loves its kind. Such a hero is 
Father Durry, Chaplain of the 165th 
Regiment, the Old Sixty-ninth, to 
whom General PERSHING has awarded 
the Distinguished Service Cross. 

Father Durry is the hero of a regi- 
ment of which heroism is always ex- 
pected. Chaplain and noncombatant, 
he devoted himself, when it crossed 
the Ourcq on July 28 in a hell of 
fire, to bringing in the wounded as 
well as to bending to the last words 
of ‘the dying, oblivious of. danger, 
thinking only of those in danger, 
tireless in helpfulness, spending his 
strength in good deeds—lion-hearted, 
tender Father Durry! In making 
the award, which so many brave sol- 
diers covet, General PERSHING said of 
the Chaplain’s work on the three ter- 
rible days from July 28 to 31:

An Englishman, 
writing to a friend 
Are Not in New York under 
a date as recent as 

Well Founded. letters from abroad 
are apt to have, these days—which isn’t 
saying, unfortunately—seeks light on a 
question that seems to be held lafge and 
important over there, though here, curi- 
ously enough, where our good friends 
the British think it looms large,. nobody 
has thought of asking it, and still less 
of answering it. 

Here is the way the Londoner pro- 
pounds the problem: : 

One sutject much discussed over here is 
the effect which the casualty lists of big 
fighting will have on your side. It will 
certainly be an interesting point in na- 
tional psychology. I have no doubt, my- 
self, what the effect will be, but some peo- 
ple believe that when the murderous totals 
grow heavy, the pacifism and pro-Ger- 
manism now dormant on your side © will 
start again into activity. 

Now, the writer of this letter happens 
to be an Englishman with more knowl- 
edge of America and Americans than 
most of his fellow-countrymen possess, 
and his certainty with regard to our 
emotional reaction to long casualty lists 
has that much of justification. Is he 
not, however, as much mistaken in what 
he evidently believes—whiteh is that our 
losses in the field will only strengthen 
our determination to fight the war 
through to a victorious conclusion—as 
are his neighbors who expect pacifism 
and pro-Germanism again to become 
bold and articulate because of those 
losses? : 

Of course, our casualty lists, especially 
those enumerating the dead, are not 
yet heavy as compared with those with 
which the British long since became fa- 
miliar. Still, they already make a grim 
showing in the papers evefy day. It 
would take an observer close indeed, 
however, to see that they affect public 
sentiment appreciably in any direction. 
That our pacifists and pro-Germans see 
in them no excuse for a revival of their 
propaganda shows wise caution on their 
part, and the rest of us take the lists 
calmly, as the inevitable and expected 
price of carrying out a purpose too 
strong in the beginning to be strength- 
ened by anything. We are not enraged 
or excited by them, as we were and are 
by submarine sinkings and aerial raids 
on unprotected cities. Battle casualties 
are war, and we knew what war was 
when we went into it.

Identification Cards for All. 
T'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

When I lived in Manila, during four years’ 
service with the insular Government, it was 
compulsory for every male above a certain 
age to take out each year what was known 
as a “‘cedula.” This card (costing 50 cents) 
served the purpose of an identification, and 
was useful a such both to the authorities 
and the holder as occasion might require. 
As I remember it, there were no compli- 
cations due to loss. of cards or other causes, 
and the system worked out in innumerable 
situations as a quick check on statements of 
individuals where same were in doubt. 

Would it not be a good plan to enact a 
law, wholly apart from military control, 
compelling every male resident of the United 
States over 18 years of age, white, black, 
yellow, citizen or alien, to take out such a 
card? I believe it would be almost as de- 
sirable in times of peace as now. The tax 
would be no small addition to our resources, 
every man would always have a reasonable 
means of identification, and the authorities 
an aid to their investigations when required. 

These ‘* cedulas ’’ could be issued by Post- 
masters, perhaps, thus avoiding the expense 
of another bureau particularly for that 
purpose. 

I do not think this could be considered an 


abridgment of a man’s liberties or freedom.

Dr. S. Edward Young. Urges 
Formation of Association Im- 
mediately to Compile It. 


ASSAILS WAR AID GAMBLING 


Dr. Straton in Sermon Says Govern- 
ment Should Stop Some Schemes 
to Aid W. S. &. Sales. 


The Rev. Dr. S. Edward Young, who 
preached last night in the Bedford 
Presbyterian Church, Brooklyn, pro- 
posed that an association should be 
formed at once in New York City to 
compile the history of New York sol- 
diers killed in the service and of the 
manner in which they met their end. 
He-~ also urged that the association 
should begin now to prepare for the 
erection of a fitting memorial for the 
heroes of this war,’ both those who fell 
and those who survived. 

‘“‘Nothing is so beautiful,’’ he said, 
‘“‘as faithfulness to the friends who 
can do no more for themselves in this 
world. Nothing is more grateful to the 
families who have lost their best than 
worthy recognition of their dead lads. 

‘‘Others will see their own march 
proudly through the streets on many a 
high day, while these will see the in- 
visible blank files and long to give the 
whole of earth just to behold their 
darlings there. To the parents of those 
who have made the supreme sacrifice 
I say: ‘You know you would rather 
have them gone in _ glorious serv- 
ice than here in the shirker’s place. 
You are happier for their passing as 
heroes do than you could be by their 
surviving through cowardice. Would 
you have them back and German tyranny 
here and they and you its slaves? If 
some fathers’ and mothers’ sons must 
die, can you offer any valid reason why 
yours should not? Are not insanity and 
crime and mismated marriages and a 
lot more ills worse than death for man- 
kind’s liberty? Will you not try to do 
a few of the things that are noble and 
disinterested which-they would have 
done, and then by faith and works re- 
join them in the warless summer of 
eternity?’”’ 

The Rev. Dr. John Roach Straton, 
who preached last night in Calvary Bap- 
tist Church, protested against the use of 
forms of gambling as a means of selling 
War Savings Stamps. He said that rou- 
lette wheels had been set up at Forty- 
second Street and Fifth Avenue, in City 
Hall Park, and elsewhere to stimulate 
the sale of stamps. After citing the 
laws against gambling and lotteries and 
asking who had authorized gambling for 
War Savings Stamps, he continued: 

“If the Government expects. the 
churches and the moral forces of the 
nation to whole-heartedly and enthusias- 
tically support the campaign for the 
sale of War Savings Stamps, then she 
ought to see to it that these infamous 
practices are stopped, because it is im- 
possible to have very much enthusiasm 
over this movement when it is so badly 
mixed up with gambling.’’ ‘ 

Dr. Christian F. Reisner, who has 
preached during the Summer at various 
army camps, said last night in the 
Grace Methodist Episcopal Church: 

“After visiting many camps and 
speaking with soldiers black and: white, 
one is impressed that there is a spiritual

DECK GRAVES OF OUR MEN. 


French Women: Vow to Watch Over 
Those Buried on Mount Valerian. 


PARIS, Sept. 8.—Upon the eastern 
slope of Mount Valerian are buried the 
280 American soldiers who have -died in 
Paris hospitals. Although the cemetery 
‘has been in use only three months, it is 
sought out by reverent American visi- 
tors and the graves, marked by the in- 
tertwined colors of the two republics, 
are constantly decorated with flowers. 

Not content with adopting as god- 
mothers the American soldiers who re- 
turn to Paris on furloughs, French 
mothers whose sons have died in the 
war have adopted the boys from the 
United States even in death. To each 
cross on Mount Valerian there is 
pinned a card showing that some wo- 
mdn has vowed the grave never shall be 
without a wreath or vase of flowers. 

From the slopes of Valerian the beau- 
tiful panorama of the Paris region 
spreads out, for the imposing hill is one 
of the most effective defenses of the 
city. The oldest grave in the cemetery 
is that of Private Bought of the 102d 
Infantry, who died March 26 last. Most

EDUCATION AFTER THE WAR. 


“More Attention to be Given Than 
Formerly to Vocational Courses. 


A survey of educational conditions in 
other warring countries has been made 
by experts of the Bureau of Education. 
It is not yet possible fully to estimate 
the profound and far-reaching effects of 
the war upon education. Those of our 
specialists who have been studying the 
matter say that a prolongation of hos- 
tilities may not only exaggerate evils 
hitherto successfully combated, but de- 
velop. situations altogether unprece- 
dented. Certain facts, however, already 
appear with sufficient clearness to indi- 
cate, in general lines, the tendencies of 
the present upheaval: These facts crop 
out, with striking similarity, in all the 
countries now at war—in each of the 
Central Powers as well as of the allied 
nations—and this universality gives 
them.an added significance, the experts 
point out. 

It is obvious, for example, that the 
damage to the educational systems of 
the warring countries has been merely 
material and quantitative. School build- 
ings have been destroyed or comman- 
deered ; teachers have been drafted; uni- 
versities and higher schools have lost in 
some instances as much as 75 per cent. 


of their regular enrollment; war indus- 
tries have claimed thousands of older 
boys, whose education has thus been 
disturbed or postponed, if not perma- 
nently ended. But interest in public 
education has nowhere been weakened, 
nor have the standards of instruction 
been lowered. On the contrary, Europe 
has never been so alive to. the supreme 
social importance of education as in this 
time when all established social institu- 
tions are being tested as by fire. 

It has been found that France and 
England are engaged in a simultaneous 
reorganization of their respective sys- 
tems of public education, -and the con- 
tinuation school projects now pending in 
the Parliaments at Paris and London 
are essentially identical. They both in- 
troduce universal osm eed § continua- 
tion schooling of general and vocational 
character. The English bill provides, in 
addition, for an extension and perfection 
of elementary school compulsion. In 
Italy the elementary school system is 
undergoing extension, and provision has 
been made, it was found, for instruction 
of illiterate adults. 

In addition to the present activities, it 
has. been found that extensive plans for 
educational reconstruction and reforms 
after the war are under consideration in 
all the warring countries. In these 
Plans several features appear with 
strikin similarity in the different 
countries. It is, for example, .the con- 
sensus of educational opinion that im- 
provement must be sought in technical 
and vocational education, in modern lan- 
guages and commercial subjects, in 
physical and character training.—New- 
ark News. ‘ 


14 STATES BAR GERMAN. 


Sixteen Others Likely to Stop 
Teaching the Language in Schools. 


Fourteen States have abolished the 
teaching of the German language in 
schools, and the campaign to abolish 
German is under good headway in six- 
teen other States, according to a report 
made public yesterday by the American 
Defense Society.

City Saves 300,000 Gallons of 
Gasoline in Observing 
Fuel Restriction. 


CHURCHGOERS USED 


POLICE FIND FEW SLACKERS 


Taxicab Companies Suspended Op- 
erations and Only 50 Fifth Ave- 
nue Buses Were in Service 
Instead of 250. 


Except for the occasions click of a 
horse’s hoof and the roll of a carriage 
wheel, surface traffic along the streets. 
of New York was practically confined 
yesterday to street cars. Sv scrupulous- 
ly did the people of the city observe the 
Fuel Administration’s restriction against 
the use of gasoline for p’easure pur- 
poses on Sunday that almost no auto- 


‘mobiles could be discovered on the main 


thoroughfares whose drivers could not 
give a good reason for being out. 
Such, automobiles in the great majority 
of cases were either engaged in Gov- 
ernment errands or in carrying phy- 
sicians upon calls that they had to 
make. 

Subway guards declared that as a re- 
sult of the gasoline restriction the sub- 
way was getting ‘‘ all the high-brows,”’ 
especially during the church;going 
hours. 

Police officials, basing their conclusion 
upon reports received from traffic of- 
ficers in all parts of the city, said last 
night that the observation of the gasless 
rule was even more thorough than last 
Sunday, when it first went into effect, 
and that very nearly 100 per cent. of 
automobile users kept their cars in their 
garages. 

In all those districts where garages 
are accustomed to sell several hundred 
gallons of gasoline a day the great ma- 
jority did not release a gallon from 
midnight Saturday night until 6 o’clock 
last evening. According to a rough esti- 
mate made by police officials, the saving 
of gasoline in New York yesterday 
would amount to some 300,000 gallons. 

In conformance with Mayor Hylan’s 
directions, the traffic policemen -were 
ordered to take the numbers of all cars 
which seemed to be in use for pleasure 
rides. While no cars were detained by 
the policemen, their numbers’ were 
faithfully recorded whenever they ap- 
peared. The ‘‘ slackers,’’ however, were 
few and far between. 

On. Fifth -Avenue between Thirty- 
eighth and Forty-third Streets A 
day, from 10:15 A. M. until 3:15 P. M., 
seven cars were stopped and the drivers 
were asked to explain why they were 
not respecting the Fuel Administration’s 
request. According to Patrolman John 
O’Leary of the West Thirtith Street 
Station, they gave various excuses, all of 
the drivers stating that theye were out 
on important errands. One of the cars 
stopped at noon contained George Arliss, 
the actor, who said he was on his way 
to Pittsburgh. He explained to the 
policeman that he had been stopped six 
times since he had left his house at 3 
East Eighty-fourth Street, and that 
these delays would surely cause him to 
er his train at the Pennsylvania Sta- 
tion. 


Had ‘ Sickness’’ Sign on Car. 


One woman said she was returning 
from the Pennsylvania Station, where 
she had taken her sister, who was a Red 
Cross-nurse. A private in the National 
Army driving a touring car exhibited 
a telegram which stated that his sister 
and mother were ill. He came from 


Newark, N. J. Another woman driving 
a ‘flivver’’ with a Massachusetts 
license said she was in a hurry and had 
to: get back to Boston. A small touring 
car withsa Connecticut name plate bore 
the inscription ‘‘ Case of Sickness.’’ An 
aged woman seated in the rear of the 
car seemed to be ill. 

Evidences of joy riding were no 
scarcer on Fifth Avenue, however, than 
they were on all the other thorough- 
fares of the city, such as Riverside 
Drive and the main highways leading 
out of the city proper into the suburban 
districts of Long Island and West- 
chester. ‘Thomas Ford, a patrolman 
from the 125th Street Station, stood in 
front of Grant’s Tomb on _ Riverside 
Drive for hours yesterday without see-. 
ing a car pass. From 8 A. M. until 12 
P. M. he saw not one pleasure automo- 
bile pass. 

At the various bridge and ferry ter- 
minals the patriotic determination of 
the people to live up to the gasless rule 
was equally ‘manifest. At Fort Lee 
Ferry, where. oridnarily, thousands of 
machines leave and enter the city every 
Sunday, the gatekeepers counted only 
132 automobiles of.all kinds from 12 
o’clock midnight to 12 o’clock noon. No 
gasoline whatever was sold by the 
arage keepers at the terminal. Between 
9:30 o’clock and noon only four automo- 
biles. passed over the Williamsburg 
Bridge in either direction. The traffic 
patrolman at.the Manhattan terminus 
of the Brooklyn Bridge stated that less 
than half a dozen cars passed him be- 
tween 9 o'clock and noon. 

But four automobiles were seen to 
leave Manhattan by way of the Staten 
Island ee hl gan ane up to, noon, and not 
one cross over the Brooklyn ferries 
from the Battery or South Ferry. Of 
the four that crossed to Staten Island, 
two were in charge of officers of the 
navy, one was in charge of an army of- 
ficer, and the other was from Connecti- 
cut and engaged in urgent business. On 
ordinary Sundays between these hours 
some 500 machines and more use these 
ferries. 

Taxis Stopped Running. 

The thoroughfares of the Bronx 
showed a remarkably clean slate all day 
long. During the period from 8 o’cloc 
in the morning to 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon the traffic patrolmen on duty at 
the principal intersections in the Bronx 
had stopped the following automobiles:

All of them carried placards 
indicating that they were being used en- 
tirely for transportation to one or the 
other of these two stations. No sight- 
seeing cars were in evidence, and the 
Fifth Avenue Coach Company kept in 
operation not more than fifty cars, as 
compared to more than 250 cars before 
the gasoline ‘restriction went into effect. 
Outside of the large hotels of the city 
one could see a small row of cabs—but 
there was a horse in front of every one.

MINERS VOTE TO STRIKE 
AND ASK TOBE DRAFTED 


600 Men in Anthracite Region 
Prefer Army Service to Pres- . 
ent Scale of Wages:

WILKES-BARRE, Penn., Sept. 8.— 
“Work or fight ’’ was borrowed today 
as a strike slogan by six hundred free 
lance delegates of the anthracite coal 
miners. In bitter defiance of the re- 
fusal of Fuel Administrator Garfield to 
submit to a demand for an immediate 
increase in the wage schedules, the dele- 
gates in mass meeting unanimously 
adopted a resolution favoring a general 
strike in the hard coal fields and sub- 
mission to the war order of induction 
into the army through the medium of 


the new draft. 
A patriotic tone was given to the reso- 


lution as it was presented to the miners, 
and no attention was paid to the fact 
that Dr. Baldwin, statistical chief, and 
eight other members of the United 
States Department of Labor had ar- 
rived in Wyoming Valley for an inti- 
mate survey of coal profits and living 
conditions. | 

This is the resolution: 

‘Resolved, That we, the miners of 
the anthracite region, unable to make a 
living for ourselves and families, do 
hereby ask the right to be inducted into 
the army, where we shall be recognized 
as willing to do our bit for God and 
country.”’ 


REPAIRED WIRES UNDER FIRE

Two Signallers Among the Canadi- 
ans in Recent Gallant Deeds. 


WITH THE CANADIAN FORCES IN 
THE FIELD, Sept. 7, (Canadian Press.) 
—A gallant story is told of two signal- 
ers of a Manitoba field battery, which 
has fought since the Battle of the 
Ypres salient in 1916, through the 
Somme, Vimy Ridge, Lens, Hill 70, 
Passchendaele, and the recent battle. 
They are chums, one coming from Lon- 
don, England, and the other from Win- 
nipeg. 

It was just before the opening of a 
very important operation when it was 
necessary that telephone connection be- 
tween the battery and brigade head- 
quarters should be maintained at all 
costs. They discovered that the line 
was down, and though the enemy was 
strafing with a deadly shell fire, they 
went to work to find and repair the 
break. This done, they discovered that 
other batteries on the line were cut off, 
and they proceeded to repair the whole 
line, just getting it into commission as 
““zero’”’ hour struck. 

Tales of individual heroism are legion, 
but none is more natable than the gal- 
lantry of the Colonel of a Canadian 
Scottish battalion who, when his unit 
was in an exceedingly tight place last 
Monday, owing to its flank being in the 
air for lack of support, personally al- 
lied it to the assault, leading’ his front 
rank by 100 yards in the charge against 
the enemy machine-gun position, and 
thus snatching victory from what 
seemed disastrous defeat. 

‘*He bore a charmed life,’’ remarked 
one of his staff. His piper was 
wounded. 

Remarkable, too, in the fighting of last 
week was the work of a Northern Al- 
berta battal.on which, when the whole 
left wing was held up by the stron 
enemy position in Jigsaw Wood, storm 
the village of Pelves on the Scarpe River 
and thence bombed its way up a’ com- 
munication trench to the centre of the 
main enemy trench line. D:viding here, 
a company worked to the left and an- 
other to the right, bombing as _ they 
went, until the trenches were cleared 
and the machine-gun position and 
‘‘ whiz-bang ’’ battery were taken from 
the rear. 

This exposed the north flank of Jigsaw 
Wood and the enemy streamed back out 
of it. As they went this battalion poured 
in from the trenches they had occupied 
a tremendous rifle fire augmented by 
the captured trench mortars and ma- 
chine guns. 

‘“*It was like plugging into a herd of 
buffalo in the days before the rail hit 
the north of Saskatchewan,”’ said an old 
plainsman. ‘‘ The boche got out of that 


wood quick, but mighty few got over the 
ridge.”’

NO AMERIGAN SANTA 
POR ARMY IN FRANCE 


Great Pressure on Transport 
Will Exclude Christmas Par- 
cels from United States. 


TROOPS TO INVITE FRENCH 


Will Have Trees and Good Cheer in 
Towns and Villages to Make 
People Happy.

‘PARIS, Sept. 8.—Unless present plans 
are changed there will be no American 
Santa Claus for the doughboys in 
France this Winter. Mothers, wives, or 
sweethearts will not be permitted to 
send presents because of the need of 
tonnage for war essentials and because 
all the railway transportation in France 
will be required to move on up to the 
front the enormous quantities of sup- 
plies that will be kept flowing steadily 
across the ocean from now on. 

But they can send the greatest Christ- 
mas gifts by subscribing liberally to 
relief organizations. If the mothers were 
here on the ground they could not do 
more for the doughboys than is now 
being done by the Government and 
relief societies. 

More than one hundred carloads of 
last year’s Christmas presents from 
home foiks were in the depots and rail- 
road yards, as late as May this year. 
Nothing from now on can be permitted 
to interfere in the slightest with the 
lines of communication, and that means 
from the shores of America, straight 
across the ocean and up to every point 
on the fighting line. The pian now is to 
celebrate Christmas back home next 
year by the whole expeditionary force, 
and to accomplish tHat all nonessentials 
inust be denied /tonnage space tnis 
Winter. Prese to 2,000,000 boys in 
France might clog the whole machinery. 

But there will be an American Santa 
Claus in France on the biggest scale the 
country ever knew. The entire American 
Army 1s going to be Santa to the French 
nation. Anticipating thc formal an- 
nouncement by army chiefs soon placing 
a ban on Christmas kits from the United 
States, the Y. M. C. <A. directors are 
mapping out a plan whereby the dough- 
boys wiil have Christmas trees in many 
cities and villages in France and be 
hosts to the French people.

THRILLED BY U. S. UNIFORM. 


Americans in South Africa Stirred 
When They See It.

MONTCLAIR, N. J., Sept. 8—A 
touching illustration of the feeling of 
Americans who are isolated in far-off 
South Africa when their country is at 
war is. given in a letter just received 
here from Dr. W. S. Dodd of Montclair, 
who is a member of the big American 
Red Cross Relief Expedition, en route 
to Palestine. ‘Che expedition stopped off 
at Durban, Natal, and, »while their ship 
was loading and unloading freight, the 
members visited several South African 
cities and spoke at recruiting meetings. 

Dr. Dodd said that for the Americans 
in these places .to see the uniform of 
their country on the streets was a sight 
which aroused their pride and joy. He 
had read a letter from a 15-year-old 
American girl, written to her home in 
Amanzimtoti, from the school in Dur- 
ban where she was studying, a copy of 
which he sent here. The girl's letter 
follows: 

‘‘T am ‘thrilled, inside and outside, 
and all the way through, so that I can 
hardly see straight. Listen, and I will 
tell you why I am so excited. Yester- 
day afternoon Anna came home saying 
that there were some real American 
doctors and nurses in town. I was just 
longing to see them, but I could not go 
downtown today. Then word came that 
some Americans were coming to our 
school and that we were to drill. 

** Owing to my foot I could not drill, 
and thought that I should miss them. 
But, no; I did see them. My, but 
wasn’t it lovely to hear them speak. I 
got so excited that when we cheered I 
just yelled. I sang ‘My Country, ’Tis 
of Thee’ while the others sang ‘ God 
Save the King.’ I told Anna yesterday 
that if I saw an American soldier I 
should salute. And to think that one 
talked to me! I would not have changed 
places with the Queen of England. You 
should have seen me strut back into the 
room. Excited was no word for it. 

‘*] never was so proud in all my life 
as I am now of being an American. To 
be the one girl out of 400 who was al- 
lowed to speak to those doctors was an 
honor beyond my power of imagining. 
Do you think I am crazy? I really am 
not, only terribly patriotic. I am so 
glad I am an American. Love to all. 

‘* Your American Daughter.’”’

ARMY TRUGK SAVED 
CHATEAU-THIBRRY 


Officer Says Auto Raced Ten 
Miles with Ammunition for 
Force at Bridge. 


CARTRIDGES ALMOST GONE 


Marines, Who Had Been Mowing 
Down. Foe, Got a New Supply 
in Nick of Time. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—A Regular 
Army Captain who has just returned 
trom France for assignment to duty at 
a Southern training camp, tells a 
graphic story of the fight in which the 
marines held the bridge at Chateau- 
Thierry, turning the tide against the 
Germans, and of how “‘ a little old army 
truck ’’ enabled the marines to get am- 
munition when their’ machine-gun sup- 
ply of cartridges was almost. exhausted. 

‘“‘It was at Chateau-Thierry,’’ said this 
officer in an-interview, ‘‘ that the tide 
turned definitely, and as we believe 
permanently, against the Huns. Jt was 
the stand of a battalion of marfhes at 
the bridgehead across the Marne that 
stopped the German rush. We all give 
them full credit for one of the most gal- 
lant. feats in the annals of American 
‘arms, but did you ever hear that it was 
a little old army truck that enabled the 
marines to hold on? 

‘“* You see it was like this: The Ger- 
mans had been driving toward the 
Marne, and had even crossed. The al- 
lied command selected Chateau-Thierry 
as one of the places where a stand was 
to be made, and after the French de- 
tenders had been pretty well cut up a 
battalion of marines was rushed up in 
motor trucks. 

“The key to the situation was the 
stone bridge over the Marne. All the 
other bridges were out of commission— 
wrecked by shells. This bridge spanned 
the stream connecting two sections of 
the principal street of the town. The 
marines took their stand along both 
sides of this street with their machine 
guns converging on the bridgehead. 
Seeking such shelter as they could find 
among the débris that lined the street, 
they prepared to give.the boches the 
reception of their lives. And they did! 

‘Time and again the Germans at- 
tempted to cross the bridge, and just as 
often they were swept away by a wither- 
ing fire. The bridge was piled high with 
their dead and many dropped into the 
river and were carried away. Still 
discipline kept the enemy steadily at 
his desperate attack. As an advance 
was shattered the living remnants of the 
human avalanche would go reeling back 
to the shelter of the ruined walls, only 
to reform and, reinforced, to again 
make the attempt to rush the bridge. 

‘So long as the ammunition held, the 
marines feit confident of holding, despite 
their losses, which were severe. But 
cartridges for the machine guns were 
used rapidly by the —. fire that 
was necessary to stop the uns, and 
word was sent back to base for a fresh 
supply. ‘ 

“In the meantime the artillery on both 
sides had been.active and the Germans 
were searching every road back of the 
American position in the hope of cut- 
ting off reinforcements and supplies. 

“Back at the base the situation was 
‘fully realized, and four big motor trucks 
were started to Chateau-Thierry with 
machine-gun ammunition. The run was 
ten miles over roads that were badly 
;wrecked by shell fire. The trucks ran, 
according to regulations, with long 
gpaces between them. The rain of shells 
was intense. What happened during the 
half hour that those trucks were trying 
to negotiate that ten miles of ruined 
'road I do not know. But I do know 
that of the four, only one got to Cha- 
teau-Thierry. 

‘““ Never was relief more welcome. The 
‘marines..were almost.down. to.the last

guns. The big truck swept down the 
street, turned back of the line on one 
side, and delivered the precious boxes 
of cartridges, all the time under the 
rifles and machine-guns on the other 
side of the Marne—and every ruined 
house was a nest of machine-guns. 
Then the driver started up, and crossing 
the street, made his way down beside 
the line on the other side, where he dis- 
charged the remainder of his cargo. The 
day was saved, and the Huns never got 
‘across that bridge. 

‘‘About the driver? No, he wasn't 
a hero—at least, he didn’t think so him- 
self. He considered it all in the day’s 
work of a Motor Transport Corps man, 
and he drove his truck back to base, and 
asked to be allowed to take another load 
into Chateau-Thierry. Thought he could 
do it better than another, because he 
had been over the road so recently, and 
knew the shell holes and all that. But 
he had four. bullet wounds, and his lieu- 
tenant sent him to the hospital instead.”’

GERMANS MAGNIFY 
~ LYNCHINGS HERE 


Press Campaign May Be a Fore- 
runner of Contemplated 
War Outrages. 


ACTION AT BERNE DEMANDED 


Munich Paper Cites Prager Case 
and Calls for. Assurances 
for the Future.

THE HAGUE, Sept. 8.—For some time 
the German press has been laying par- 
ticular stress upon and exaggerating 
stories intended to give the impression 
that Germans are being lynched in 
America. The same reports are pub- 
lished, republished, quoted, and requoted 
in order to give the impression that 
lynching Germans is indulged in as a 
daily sport in America. 

The Munich Neueste Nachrichten says 
that at the Berne prisoner conference 
the German representatives will have 
the opportunity of bringing up the ques- 
tion of Prager, who was lynched, re- 
marking that questions were asked of 
the Foreign Office representative at the 
last session of the Reichstag on this 
case. It calls attention to the cases of 
Consuls Bopp and Shack of San Fran- 
cisco, which, it says, should be made 
the subject of an interpellation in the 
Reichstag. The paper ‘says that the 
German delegates should bring up the 
whole question at the conference and 
be able to assure better treatment for 
Germans in America. é 

The K&8lniscke Volkszeitung publishes 
a long article headed ‘‘ President Wilson, 
Judge Lynch, Mister Mob.”’ The article 
asserts that formerly American writers 
alleged that the crime of lynching ex- 
isted only in the black belt, but now, 
the paper declares, lynch law belongs 
to the approved rites of ‘‘ culture’’ in 
the United States. 

‘““The most horrible scenes of human 
bestiality which can be recorded,’’ it goes 
on, ‘‘ are quite natural for the Yankee. 
* * * He no longer gets excited over a 
lynching and is only ashamed when for- 
elgners call attention to this ‘ people's 
justice.’ ’’ 

It is always asserted, the paper pro- 
ceeds, that mobs and the scum of the 
people are résponsible for lynchings. 

‘“* Every American who uses the word 
mob in this sense,’’ it adds, “lies be- 
cause he knows that all classes of so- 
ciety; without exception, including men 
and women, partake.’’ ‘ 

Quite recently in Brookhaven, Miss., 
the paper sets forth, a negro was 
lynched by 20,000 persons, and many 
landowners from Lincoln drove in during 
the night in order to ‘‘enjoy’’ the 
crime. 

That paper also refers to Prager, and 
declares that after energetic action by 
the German Government, Washington 
gave the press the tip to discourage 
lynching. It scoffs at Wilson’s message 
regarding crimes committed by the Ger- 
man Army, saying he lives in a glass 
house and should not throw stones. 
[Articles of this kind generally appear 
prior to and to excuse what the Ger- 
mans call “ reprisals,’’ otherwise Hun 
brutality. ]

BANKER ACCUSED OF THEFT. 


W. R. Thurston Held After Funds of 
Up-State Depository Vanish.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 8.—Will- 
iam R. Thurston, head of the private 
banking house of Woodruff & Thurston 
at Livonia, was held for the Grand Jury 
at Geneseo last night on charges of 
grand larceny, first and second degrees. 

He is at liberty on $25,000 bail. 

Thurston's bank closed its doors on 
Aug. 26, ostensibly to liquidate in favor 
of creditors. Last week it was found 
that the Genesee Valley Milk Products 
Company, which went out of business 
Aug. 31,.had obtained $10,000 from the 
bank through overdrafts. It was found 
that a Rochester attorney had over- 
drawn approximately $50,000 two months 
before the bank closed its doors. Only 
$400 was found in the bank vaults on 
the day following the closing. 

Nearly 350 residents of Livonia bought 
Liberty bonds of the last issue from the 
bank. They have paid their money, but 
none has received the securities. It is 
announced that the bank obtained $40,- 
000 in bonds from the National Reserve 
Bank in New York and that $25,000 is 
due the New York bank. 

The larceny charges were made by 
Livonia acoptiets who professed to 
have invested $1,300 and have not re- 


ceived the bonds. The arrest has caused 
a sensation in Livingston County. 


INDICT 16 FIRE PLOTTERS. 


Members of I. W. W. Charged with 
Destruction of California Plants. 


FRESNO, Cal., Sept. 8.—Sixteen men 
charged with causing a recerit series of 
fires in industrial plants throughout 
California now are in custody in Los 
Angeles, Fresno and Sacramento jails. 
Indictments were returned against them 
last Wednesday by a Federal Grand 
Jury in Sacramento.

OYSTERS FREE OF TYPHOID. 


Dr. Copeland Says No Case Has 
Been Traced to Them This Year. 


The Merchants’ Association, through 
its Commitee on Pollution and Sewer- 
age, of which Edward Hatch, Jr., is 
Chairman, has been interested for sev- 
eral years in preventing the spread of 
typhoid fever through the sale of in- 
fected oysters. 

Chairman Hatch called the attention 
ef Health Commissioner Royal S. Cope- 
land to need for protecting the oyster 
beds, and in reply he received from the 
Department of Health a statement an- !

WITH LIBERTY LOAN 


Go s of Federal Reserve 
' Banks to Direct System—Mc- 
Adoo Praises Vanderlip. — 


Spectal to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 8&—Important 
changes in the War Savings campaign 
organization have been recommended by 
Frank A. Vanderlip and have received 
the approval of Secretary McAdoo. The 


| War Savings organization will be reor- 


-ganized to conform to the Federal Re- 
serve district lines. The Governor of 
the Federal Reserve Barfk in each dis- 
trict will now have general supervision 


over all War Savings activities and oc- 


cupy the same relation to the War Sav- 
ings organization that he now does to 
the Liberty Loan organization. 

In announcing the plans for reorggni- 
gation, the Treasury Department made 
public letters just exchanged between 
Secretary MoAdoo and Mr. Vanderlip. 
‘Mr. McAdoo pays a high tribute to Mr, 
Vanderlip for his services to the coun- 
try and to the Treasury in creating and 
directing the War Savings organization. 
He quotes the recommendations by Mr. 
Vanderlip, all of which he orders car- 
ried out, as follows: 

“* Present Organization—The Secretary 
of the Treasury appointed a National 
War Savings Committee, consisting of 
a Chairman and four members. Upon 
their recommendation he appointed six 


Federal Directors, each having general || 


supervision over two Federal Reserve 
districts, and. fifty-two State Directors, 
each of whom has complete charge of 
War Savings activities in his respective 
State or district. 

“The progress of the campaign to date 
has shown the desirability of a modifi- 
cation of the present organization, to 
bring about a greater co-ordination of 
existing war loan organizations and a 
closer supervision of War Savings ac- 
tivities by the Treasury Department. 

“ Suggested Changes—Federal Reserve 
distri It is suggested that the War 
Savings organizations be reorganized to 


eonform to Federal Reserve district |" 


lines, the Governor of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank in each district to have gen- 
eral supervision over all War Savings 
activities, occupying the same relation 
to the War Savings organization that he 
now does to the Liberty Loan. 

“It is believed that by placing the 
Wer Savings organization under the 
supervision of the Federal Reserve Bank 
the activities of the War Savings and 
the Liberty Loan Committees can be co- 
Pordinated and eventually consolidated 
into one war loan organization, thus 
eliminating existing duplication of ef- 
fort, and perhaps decreasing the ex- 
eK incident to operation. 

‘Directors of War Savings for Fed- 
eral Reserve Districts—The appointment 
by the vernor of each Federal Re- 
serve Bank of a Director of War Sav- 
ings for the district is suggested, this 
Director to have supervision, under the 
Governor, of all War Savings activities 
in the district. He will pass upon mat- 
ters of porter: publicity, expenditures, 
and routine management.’ 

Secretary McAdoo writes as follows 

of Mr. Vanderlip’s work: 

“Realizing, as I think we both do, that 
the work of the National War Savings 
append is now nearly completed, 
and, the consummation of: the 

Plan shove outlined, will be quite com- 
ean oy I cannot omit to say to you how 


ou have rendered to your coun- 
try and to the Treasury Department in 
creating and directing the War Savings 
organization. 

“‘I have not been unconscious of the 
sacrifice of your personal interest which 
this involved, more particularly in re- 
cent months, since the deaths of Mr. 
Stillman and later of Mr. Sterling have 
made indispensable your attention to 
the affairs of the National City Bank, 
and I want to express to you, for my- 
self and my Treasury staff, our appre- 
ciation of the spirit of good-will and 
hearty co-operation in which you entered 
upon and fulfilled this great service.”’ 

Mr. Vanderlip’'s reply expresses his 
high appreciation of Secretary McAdoo’s 
commendation, and states that “one of 
the most inspiring experiences "’ of his 
life has been the response of voluntary

My reason for quoting this Austrian 
writer is not that I always agree with 
him, but that he is one of the best in- 
formed writers in the Swiss press today, 
and ,also that I have reason to believe 
him to be inspired by the Austrian For- 
eign Office. We cannot expect him to 
say openly that there can be no peace 
with the Hohenzollerns or with the 
Hapsburgs until Germany has explated 
her crimes. The fact that Germany is 
suffering is no reason for ending the 
war. On the contrary, she o t to suf- 
fer still more, until she cries for mercy. 
The moment the Allies’ hands are taken 
off her throat, that moment will she 
again become arrogant and a menace 
to the world’s peace. 

One more Winter’s war, however, 80 
far as can be judged, will suffice for 
both the German people and its rulers. 
As for Austria-Hungary, that double- 
faced hypocrite, the miserableness of her 
condition is well known, and a second 
Piave might well be her complete un- 
doing. 
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German Socialist paper which has never 
bowed the knee to Ludendorff or von

It is useless, therefore, to consider a 
League of Nations to which Germany is 
to belong unless German militarism has 
received a crushing blow.

Viscount Grey’s pamphlet on a 
“League of Nations” has opened the 
eyes of many people and made them 
realize that the assertions of German 
statesmen about England wanting the 
overlordship of the world were lying 
assertions. That England is not aiming 
at ruling the world is admitted by one 
of the ablest writers in the German- 
Swiss press—an Austrian, whose lead- 
ing articles have long been the feature 
of the National Zeitung of Basle.

Furthermore, in , by the Rhine 
Navigation act, the Treaty of Paris 
and the Vienna Congress stipulations 
were confirmed, not abrogated, and the 
navigation of ‘the Rhine further and 
more definitely regulated.

wording. The independent Swiss news- 
apers, German-Swiss and French- 
wiss, newspapers fot under German 
control, have been writing very plainly 
about this last exhibition of the Ger- 
man mailed fist. For instance, the 
Stadt-Anzeiger of St. Gallen says: ‘‘ We 
shall see whether in this matter Ger- 
many will a> ain dare to act with re- 
rd to the Treaty of Vienna and the 
hine Navigation act so as to treat 
them as mere scraps of paper, as she 
has already done with regard to other 
treaties of P international law.” 

The Vienna Congress of 1815 forbids 
States bordering on an _ international 
river (that is, a river whose course is 
between or through more than one na- 
tion) to put any obstacle in the way of 
free navigation; and ordains that these 
States are to regulate river navigation 
on the lines of this ag, Sm This was 
done in 1868, by the Rhine Navigation 
act; and although Switzerland has not 
adhered to this act, she has unquestion- 
ably a right to do so. Holland, for in- 
stance, has done so. Article 1 laid down 
the principle that no obstacle of any 
description whatsover may be placed in 
the way of the free navigation of the 
Rhine. Article 36 states that no miil, 
bridge, or other construction may im- 

e traffic on the Rhine. By Article 
the States bordering on the Rhine 
undertook to maintain it in a: fit state 
for navigation. Technical cpentoise 
roves that regularization of the Rhine 
the best method of doing this—regu- 
larization, which is just what the Swiss 
are advocating and what the Germans 
do not desire.

It is not merely a 
question of operating the railroads dur- 
img the period of tie war, but it is a 
question of the port bellum period as 
well, when railroad work must coniinue 
to be sufficiently attractive to draw con- 
estantly to it men of the right quality: 
and calibre. Unless the ranks are unin- 
terruptedly recruited with such men it 
will be impossible to maintain the ef- 
ficient organizations which are essen- 
tial to the successful management and 
operation of the ra.lroads of the coun- 
try. 

‘*The salaries paid under Government 
control to the higher officers should be 
g@ufficient to make\the juniors realize 
that the promotions and rewards of a 
‘railroad career are still worth working 
for, and that they wiil be commensurate 
with those of private enterprise and in- 
dustry.” 

Blame for Cval Shortage. 


In reviewing accomplishments of the 
Government management, Mr. McAdoo 
faid stress on the Railroad Administra- 
tion’s efforts to move coal as fast as 
mines can produce it, and denied that 
production is limited by lack of car 
supply.

‘Banks Make Big Showing, Despite 
Liberty Loan Withdrawals. 
ALBANY, Sept. 8.—Despite the heavy 
demands made upon investment institu- 
tions in connection with the placing of 
Liberty Loan bonds by the National 
Government, and the increased cost of

York State made an excellent showing 
in tneir reports to Superintendent of.

Figures submitted to the New York 
State Banking Department by these in- 
stitutions show that their total resources 
on that date were $2,169,877,364, with one 
exception the largest total resources ever 
reported.

LATIN AMERICAN TRADE UP. 


Our Commerce Has Increased 136 
Per Cent. Since 1914. . 


Trade. of the United States with Latin 
America has increased 136 per cent. 
since June .30, 1914, the Government’s 
fiscal year immédiately preceding the 
Exports 
_and imports in the fiscal year ended 
1918. exceeded by far those of 
any earlier year. ccording to figures 
made public by the National City Bank, 
1918 trade agzregated $1,770,000,000, 
against $750,000,000 in the fiscal year 
just before the war. 

The bank pointed out’that by the term 


‘*Latin America’’ was meant all of 
South America, Mexico, and the West 
Indian islands except Porto Rico, Vir- 
gin Islands, and those under the con- 
trol of Great Britain. The compilation 
shows that the total imports from Latin 
America in the fiscal period ended with 
last June, aggregated. °$13;030,000,000, 
against -$905,000,000 in 1917, the former 
high-record year, and $469,000,000 in 
1914, the year preceding the war. Ex- 
ports to Latin America were $740,000,- 

» against $52,000,000 in the fiscal 
van 1917, and only $282,000,000 in 1914. 

Commenting on the showing made, the 
bank said: 

‘‘This large increase in our imports 
from and exports to our Latin American 
neighbors since the beginning of the war 
is due in part to war conditions, short- 
age of ships, the cutting off of the mar- 
ket of the Central Powers from Latin 
American goods, and also of the manu- 
factures which they were accustom:d to 
supply to the Latin American market, 

while the other European countries at 
war have also been compelled to reduce 
their exports to Latin America by rea- 
son of their shortage of ships and. the 





necessity of utilizing their manufac-!} 


tures in the production of war material. 
As a consequence Latin America found 
,it advisable to send its surplus products 
, chiefly to the United States, which is 
primarily a large consumer of the class 
of merchandise produced in all Latin 
America and which would also have 
facilities for forwarding any surplus to 
European markets. On the other hand, 
the inability of the European countries 
to ship manufactures to Latin America 
has greatly increased the demand of 
‘that area upon the manufacturers of the 
; United States, as is shown by the fact 
that our exports to that area have in- 
creased 160 per cent. since the beginning 
of the war. Another cause of the in- 
| grease is found in the improved bank- 
‘ing facilities and financial relationship 
| recently developed between the United 
States and its neighbors of the South.”’ 


UNVEIL MARTIN MEMORIAL. 


Rockville Center Honors Woman 
Killed by German Bomb. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ROCKVILLE CENTER, L. I., Sept. 8.— 
Impressive exercises were held here this 
afternoon at the unveiling and dedica- 
tion of a bronze tablet as a memorial to 
Miss Winona Caroline Martin, librarian 
of the Rockville Center Public Library, 
who, shortly after her arrival in France 
last March, was killed in a German 
bomb raid on Paris. She is believed to 
have been the first American woman to 
give her life in this war on French soil. 
The tablet contains Miss Martin’s por- 
trait in relief. The*inscription reads: 
*In memory of Winona Caroline Mar- 
tir, librarian of the Rockville Center 
Public Library from 1909 to 1918, killed 
during a German air raid on Paris, 
March 11, 1918, in the Claude Bernard 
Hospital, where she had been detained 
by illness while on her way to the bat- 
tlefront to servie as a canteen worker 
for the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion, with the American Expeditionary 
Forces in the great war. Erected by the 
people of Rockville Center.’’

‘SAYS MILITARY LAW 


All More ‘Than 16 and Less 
| Than’ 19 to. Receive In- 
structions from Officers. 





HEAVY PENALTIES PROVIDED 


Delinquents May Neither Be Edu- 
cated Nor Employed and School 
Officials Will Be Punished. 


Every physically sound boy not less 
than 16 years old or more than 19 in 
New York State must undergo military 
instruction beginning this month under 
an amendment to the compulsory mill- 
tary training law, which provides severe 
penalty for failure to comply. This ap- 
plies alike to boys in school and at work. 

When school starts today boys of 16 
years or more in all public and private 
schools in the State will be enrolled 
for military instruction at once and will 
be trained under National Guard of- 
ficers ‘and other military instructors. 
The organizations of drill companies for 
boys 16, 17, and 18 years of age who 
are in private employment will be begun 
at once under Major Louis M. Greer, 


Military Training Commission. The law 
provides that boys who fail to comply 
with this law shall not be educated or 
employed in the State and also penal- 
izes school officials who fail. to enforce 
drill. The amended law. reads: 


No boy above the age of 16 years 
and not over the age of 19 years shall 
be permitted to continue in attendance 
upon instruction in any public or pri- 
vate school or college within the State 
unless such boy is in possession of a 
certificate issued as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, or unless such boy has been 
exempted by the commission from 
military training as provided by law 
and the rules and a of the 
commission. It shall be the duty of 
the Principal or other officer or per- 
son having and exercising supervision ' 
and control over any such school or 
college to exclude such boys from 
attendance upon Eotractinn thereat 
unless they possess such certificate or 
are exempted by the cemmission as 
herein provided. 

If the Principal or officer in charge 
of a private school shall fail to comply 
with the provisions of this subdivision 
such school shall not receive any ap- 
portionment from public.school mon ae 
or academic funds appropriated ad t 
State Legislature for the aid of such 
schools; and if.the officer or. gan in 
charge ‘of a college shall fail to com- 
ply with the provisions of this sub- 
division, such college shall not be 
recognized as one of the _ colleges. 
which may be attended by the holder 
of a State scholarship issued under 
the provisions of Chapter 292 of the 
laws of 1913 and the acts amendatory 
thereof.

face downward into the car. 
totel attendants hastened to Mrs. 
Neinstadt’s room. At the foot of the 
a bullet through her breast, lay 
the body of the slain girl. On the floor 
beside the bed lay her little son in- 
‘pg from the drug his mother had 
édiain stered. Behind the bathroom 
oor crouched the third child, a_ girl. 
The chioroform had not rendered her 
quite, unconscious, and she had spryng 
from the bed when the sound of the shot 

aroused her. ; 

Mrs. Neinstadt and the surviving boy 
and = were all taken to the Receiving 
Hospital, where the mpther professed ‘to 
rethember nothing about the tragedy.

Commander Manning, U. S. N., retired. 
While in, Detroit two years ago she ob- 
tained a divorce from Benjamin Nein- 
stadt, Jr., and returned to Brooklyn, 
where her children were living with 
their. father’s parents at 551 Gates Ave- 


nte. 

{While here Mrs. Neinstadt made the 
quaintance of a business man, and 
{s frieniship, at least on her part, 

ripened into love. Ghe has been in De- 

_ troit frequently, but returned to Brook- 
lyn in June, expecting the man either to 
go to her or send for her. Mrs. Nein- 
stadt: came back to Detroit, and reports 
reached her ears that he was engaged 
to marry some one else. Last Monday 
he married a Chicago young woman re- 
puted to be wealthy. 


Mrs. Neinstadt is the daughter of 
Lieutenant Commander Thomas Man- 
ning, U. S. N., retired, recently relieved 
of active service at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, and living with a daughter, Miss 
Anna Manning, at 199 Van Buren 
Street, Brooklyn. Last night inquirers 
found the house boarded up, and neigh- 
bors said the Mannings were in the 
country for the Summer. 

The woman's father-in-law, Bernard 
Neinstadt, is a saloonkeeper at 551 Gates 
venue, near Tompkins Avenue, Brook- 
yn. He Said his son, Benjamin Nein-

several private yachts turned over to 
the Government and dismantled for war 
work, and valuable parts of the interior 
equipment of the big German liners 
‘which were removed from the vessels 
after seizure to prepare them for trans- 
port service, were lost in a fire last 
night that also. caused a loss of thou- 
sands of dollars in damage to naval 
stores in the six-story building at Lib- 
erty and Concord Streets, Brooklyn. 
‘Naval officers and the Fire Marshal 
were investigating reports of incendiar- 
ism and other suspicious cjrcumstances 
that eres enemy interest in the de- 
struction of the storehouse, but pending 
the outcome of this inquiry no one in 
authority last night would venture an 
opinion on the probable origin of the 
fire. On account of the great value of 
the stores, a detachment of . marines 
from the navy yard, under command of 
Captain R. F. Slingluff, were rushed to 
the warehouse to guard the property. 
Among the fixtures stored there from 
the larger of the dismantled steam 
yachts were those of J. P. Morgan's 
Corsair, Howard Gould's Niagara, the 
Aphrodite, owned by the late Colonel 
Oliver H. Payne, and the Waukeva. No 
estimate of this loss could be obtained, 
as it was said the inventory was in pos- 
session of the naval authorities.

Sta- 
tion, she escorted twenty of the ‘women 
inmates and several children from the 
home and lodged them in the City Gar- 
age, beneath the Brooklyn Bridge.

BRIDE KILLED, HUSBAND 


‘HURT IN AUTO CRASH 


Engine Driver Says They Were 
Racing with His Train When 
Struck at Crossing. . 


Mrs. Bugenia Kennedy was instantly 


killed and her’ husband, Thomas W. 
Kennedy, was severely injured early 
yesterday morning when their automo- 
bile was struck by an eastbound Erie 
train near Arlington, N. J., and hurled 
fifty feet down @ grade crossing em- 
bankment. According to the engine dri- 
vev, Michael Bowers, the motorists tried 
to beat the train, and were midway 
over ‘the crossing when struck. Bowers 
said he applied his brakes, but it was 
too late, and the train ran a mile past 
the scene of the accident. 

The train was backed to the crossing, 
and Mrs. Kennedy was found dead and 


her husband unconscious beneath their |- 


car. Mr. Kennedy, whose life was saved 
by soft earth, was removed to St. Fran- 
cis Hospital, Jersey City, where he was 
identified by Captain R. T. Smith, Uni- 
ted States Gas Defense Service, a broth- 
er of Mrs. Kennedy. ‘Papers were found 
in Mr. Kennedy’s pockets bearing the 
address 5,400 Forbes Avenue, Pitts- 
burgh, and also checkbooks on Pitts- 
burgh banks. 


Captain Smith said the couple were 
married four weeks ago at the Pitts- 
burgh address, which is the home of 
Kennedy's mother, now the wife 
of the Rev. Walter Mason of that city. 
Mr. Kennedy had finished a course in 
engineering at Cornell, and, with his 
wife, had been living at 215 West Nine- 
ty-first Street, Manhattan, while he took 


a post-graduate course at Columbia Uni- 


versity. On Saturday evening they drove 
out to Arlington to visit Mr. and Mrs.
